Evidence All Concluded Last

SUPT. REQUESTS THAT 
HE BE EXONERATED 


Board Will Meet ‘Again on Mon.

“I deny that I have ever been 
under the influence of liquor in the 
city, of Edmonton snd 1 demand 
that the board exonerate me from 
the charges made against me,” 

With these amphuatie words Supt. 
McCaig clearly indicated his position 
in regard to charges. made against 
him by members of the board. This! 
statement was made by Mr. McCaty | 
at last night's meeting of the school 
board when the evidence in the in- 
vestigation had been concluded and 
he was called upon for a statement of 
defence, . 

“All that I want of this board is 
& square deal. I deny the charge 
that I have been a frequenter of bar- 
rooms, meaning going in and out and 
loitering around such places frequent- 
ly. I do not deny that f have never 
been in a bar. I demand to be ex- 
onerated from these charges.” In 
these words Supt. McCaig summed up 
his defence, 

Again he said: “I deny the charges 
that are made in the first paragraph 
that l ema frequenter of bar-rooms 
and have been intoxicated in the 
streets and ia schools of Edmonton. 1 
deny that I have ever been under the 
influence of liquor tn the city of Ed- 
monton,” 

Supt. McCaig devoted almost his 
entire defence to the charge of in- 
toxication, which he recognized as 
the most serious of those preferred 
against him. His statement occipfed 
possibly the better part of half an 
hour and was punctuated with -such 
frequent applause “that Chairman 
Vlarke was repeatedly forced to warn 
the spectators against any demon- 
stration of any kind, 

Dealt With Each Affidavit. 

He dealt with each affidavit which 
contained charges of intoxication and 
denied practically every _ one; He 
subinitted that the espionage system 
which had been adopted’ to secure 
evidence against him to a scorching 
arraignment, He paid particular at- 
tention to the evidence of Barnhouse, 
who, he said, was paid to secure evi- 
dence against him. 

“That affidavit of Barnhouse is not 
worth the paper it is written on, It 
is a pack of lies from beginning to 
end. That affidavit is sufficient to 
convict that boy of perjury.” This 
was Mr. McCaig’s reference to what 
he termed the crowning piece of the 
whole evidence brought against him. 

He set’ out to. expose the fallacy of 
this affidavit in three particular in- 
stances, as illustrations of its untrust- 
worthiness. The affidavit swore that 
Mr. McCaig had been seen drinking 
in several hotels on the afternoon of 
May 23rd, 1911. Mr. McCaig pointed 
out that on this day he was presid- 
ing at a patriotie meeting held by 
the Daughters of the Empire at the 
Norwood school, He brought two 
witnesses, C, P. K. Flint and H. H., 
Butterworth, who gave evidence that 
Mr. McCaig was at the Norwood 
schoo] at the time which he was sup- 
posed to be standing against the bar 
of several loca} hotels, 

Answers Another Charge. 

The second sworn statement in the 
affidayit that Mr, McCaig set out to 
disprove was to the effect that he 
had been seen to drive away from the 
Windsor hotel on a Saturday in May, 
1911, at 7:30 p, m, With three bottles 
of beer in his rig. “Mr, McCalg point- 
ed out that the Bars are closed at 7 
o'clock on Saturdays and it would 
have been impossible for him to evade 
the Mquor laws in this manner, 

The third point was to the effect 
that he had been seen drinking in a 
hotel on April 31st, 1911. This was 
adding a day on to the calendar and, 
he said, a clever ruse on the part of 
Barnhouse to escape responsibility. 

Still another point was to the ef 
fect that Mr, McCaig had been in the 
“dmonton Club for hours at a time 
drinking. Mr. McCajlg pointed out 
that he had been In the Edmonton 
Club only four times in the past two 
years, and certainly not on the dates 
mentioned in the affidavit, as Mr.

At today's concert the boy played 
delightfully Mendelssohn's “Spring 
Song,” Chopin's Valse in C minor, and 
other pieces, The audience went wild 
with enthusiasm. 

An old country paper to hand gives 
details of the boy's appearance be- 
fore King George: 

The youthful pianist, who is known 
as “Solomon,” played before the King 
and Queen, Queen Alexandra, Prin- 
cess Victoria, Princess Mary, and 
Prince John at Buckingham palace 
recently. Nine years of age, he ex- 
hibited his astonishing gifts in a long 
programme of classic pieces, to the 
delight of his audience, 

Full of High Spirits. 

The boy was not in the least abash- 
ed. He was full of high spirits and 
after the serious part of his perform- 
ance, he played with gusto, at the 
King’s special request, a humorous 
piece, “The Teddy Bears’ Frolic,” in 
which he introduced a quaint drum 
effect in the base. Solomon played 
for about three-quarters of an hour. 
The programme included one of 
Bach's French Suites, an impromptu 
by Schubert, a song without words by 
Mendelssohn, a set of Mozart varia- 
tions, and a Polacca by Mme, Alice 
Verne-Bredt, 

Had Special Piano, 

In the last number, which is writ- 
ten for piano and orchestra, the child 
was accompanied by Miss Mathilde 
Verne, his “discoverer” and teacher. 
“Solomon” is the son of an East end 
tailor. Miss Verne discovered him 
about eighteen months ago, and took 
making herself 


him into her charge, 
responsible for his whole education. 
In these eighteen months he has 


learned practicaily all he knows, and 
his repertory includes no fewer than 


three concertos (two by Beethoven 
land one by Mozart), a8 well as a 
quantity of smaller pieces. He has 
appeared twice in public in London 
with great success, 

At a concert at Queen's hall last 
year, at which he was accompanied 
by the London symphony orchestra, 


he used a plano specially constructed 
with small keys. Since then, however, 
his hands have stretched, and at 
Buckingham palace recently the plano 
he used was normal, save as regards 
the pedals, which were sper jally con- 
structed to come within range of his 
legs

His Attorney Says That Muct

Chicago,, April 12.—Dr, Beatty Nes- 
bitt, former president of the Farm- 
ers' National bank, of Toronto, to- 
night is in the custody of the United 
States government here, awaiting ex- 
tradition on the charge of misappro- 
priation of the funds of the tbank, re- 
sulting, it is said, in the ruin of the 
institution, 

Dr, Nesbitt was taken to the coun. 
ty jall late today after a hearing be- 
fore United States Commissioner 
Foote, and was remanded until April 
26th, The extradition laws do not 
permit of bail, Nesbitt's alleged de- 
falcations are stated at a quarter of a 
million dollars, 

The former banker's attorneys, 
William K. Pattison and William H. 
Holly, would hot state what their 
course of action would be, but it is 
thought that Nesbitt will fight all at- 
tempts to extradite him, Nesbitt at 
first denied his identity. A number 
of Toronto school teachers attending 
a convention here positively identified 
him, however, and later his attorneys 
Save out @ statement admitting him 
to be the former Canadian banker, 

In Chicago a Year, 

Attorney’ Pattison caused surprise 
by declaring that to his own knowl- 
edge Nesbitt had been in Chicago for 
more than # year, and frequently had 
dined with him at a down town hotel. 

“The president of @ bank in Ca- 
nada merely is a nominal figure,” said 
Mr. Pattison, “the cashier and other 
ofticers have most of jhe power, The 
charge of forgery is not extraditable 
in any event. Mr. Nesbitt moreover 
did not forge anything, He merely 
signed a false statement, which re- 
sulted in the wrecking of the bank.”

Joseph Saueco, em- 
ployed in a restaurant at 840 ast 
Sixty-(hird streei, declared he recog- 
nized the physician banker when he

“Two weeks ago I was in the res- 
taurant which my brother keeps when 
Nesbitt came in. I knew him at once 
in spite of his beard. He came in 
several times and I was positive, Then

Unparalicicd Mausttinl St¥ife in Great 
Britain is Bringing Laboring and 
Capitatistic Classes to the Verge of 
the Final Test. 


Lendon, April 12—All signs indicate 
that England has entered upon a year 
of unprecedented industrial strife. The 
stupendous coal strike, in which the 
workers proved their strength and 
carried their point, is but the intro- 
duction to a series of trade disputes 


that threaten England with black 
ruin. The workers are flushed ‘with 
recent victories, and excited by a emal! 
army of agitators--and millions of 
them live on Wages hardly sudicient 
to meet the bare necegities cf subsist- 
ence, They are in the mood for a su- 


preme test with employers, The ‘atter, 
aroused by dwindling profits due 
largely to the increased demands of 
*he laborers, angered by the  -nwil- 
lingness of iheilr employees to stick 
by the most soremn agreéments, ani 
sick to death cf the constant st): 
pages that threaten the very eaxtat- 
ence of their enterprises, are just as 
eager for the clash, The only egency 
that stands in the way is the govern- 
ment. How long Mr, Asquith, Mr. 
Lioyd George and the greatest uf jre- 
sent-day industrial peace-makers, Sir 
George Askwith, will be able to ; ost- 
pone the inevitable conflict de ‘ds 
entirely upon how far they are w ry 
to go in their socialistic legislation. 
The Coming Revolution. 

The laboring class has beén leads 
up to the coming revolution as ruroly 
and as logicaly as it is possible for 
millions of \.orkers, scattered over 
the whole country and with but in- 
sufficient means ef concerted thinking 
and acting to do. The year 1910 was 
one of industrial strife such as Eng- 
land had not scen for a decade; the 
year 1911 was ore of industria! Chaos, 
in many ways unparalleled in the 
whole history oy the country and the 
present year is ushered in by a strike 
which has all the ear-marks of the 
most serious single conflict that has 
ever blighted tle trade of Great Bri- 


ta'n, and which would, if centinued, 
bring down on the inhabitants of the 
country a ruin such as war would 


scarcely be likely to cause, 

To realize the significance of these 
large statements one has put to lous 
the figures I am about to quote. 
They are not guesswork statistics, but 
hard fact prevareq by the board of 
trade and based upon figures furnish- 
ea by the parties interested in the var- 
icus disputes, 

Astounding § Statistics, 

Taking the year 1910 as a whole 
615,165 working peoplé of both sexes 
were engage! In 531 strikes at \artouy 


at 


total of 9,894,831. The number 
work people involved was the highest 
recerded in any single year since 1893, 
the year of the great dispute mm the 
coal mining industry of Yorkshire, 
Iancashire, the Midlonds and North 
Wales, The aggregate number of days 
lest is more than three times the av- 
erage of the nine previous years, 

Natura!ly, of the 631 disputes of the 
year, the greater number were of 
short duration But while those that 
lasted less than two months each 
formed 87 per cent, of thé Whele they 
accounted for less than 43 per cent. 
of the total number of people. Up- 
wards of 129,000 people were engaged 
in strikes that lasted more than ten 
Weeks and ‘ess than fifteen weeks. 
About 138,000 people took part in 
strikes that lasted from fifteen to 
twenty weeks, while 18,693 were en- 
saeed in disputes that lasted more 
than twenty-five weeks, 

If you will Fave a clear idea of how 
serious indusirial matters were = in 
Fngland at that time, and are at pre- 
sent, you must allow a digression for a 
few moments. I do not hesitate to soy 
that the total number of workipg days 
Jost during th year 1910 would Nave 
Deen 26,000,000 and might casily 
have been more had it not been for 
the policy cf the government and its 
active interference in the quarrels be- 
tween émployers and employees. It 
was Mr. Lioyd George, who, as presi- 
dent of the board of trade four Vears 
ago, first stepped in between the two 
ecmbatants and acted as arbi‘ ator, 
bringing to bear on both the full pow- 


er cf the gavernment, and threatening 
active intervention in case of a too 
serious dislocation of trade. His 


policy has been continued, although 
With less authority at his back, hy Sir 
George Askwith, chairman of «he in- 
dustrial council, who, as arbitrator 
and government mouthpiece, has set- 
tled the majority of the great strikes 
of the past two years, 
Socialistic Tendencies. 

At the same time the socialistic ten- 
Cencies of the government made them 
more ready than in previous years to 
interfere between capital and labor. 
Furthermore the Asquith governmert 
has been just as dependent on the sup- 
port of the labor members in the 
Hicase of Cominons as it has been on 
that of Mr. John Redmond and his 
Nationalist followers and one of its 
efforts to gain favor with the labor- 
ites has taken the form of attempting 
to prevent strife and consequent suf- 
fering among the working class, 

So it is that these facts must be 
taker inta consideration in comparing 
the conditions of the past two years 
with previous periods. New and pow- 
erful forces are working toward in- 
dustrial peace, yet, despite that fact, 
we are in the midst of unparalleled 
strife. 

In 1910 the class of labor which was 
chiefly responsible for the strikes was 
made up of miners and quarrymen, 
the same men who afte ¢encerned in

VIEWS AND REVIEWS. 


The bout last night between Jimmy Potts and Charles Riley 
set a new standard for the game in Alberta. Hitherto the boxing 
game has been an uncertain quantity in Edmonton. The bouts were 
of a donbtful nature. Last night the bout was good, as good as any 
bout you ean see any place. The boxing was clever aifd exciting, 
both men showed that they were pastmasters of the science of 

xing. 

Riley is as clever a man with the gloves as has ever entered a 
ring in Canada. Lacking the punch which would make him a cham- 
pion, he is yet able to hold his own even with the best by reason 
of his clever scientific boxing. His footwork is remarkably fast and 
his dodging and ducking like lightning. He is, however, short- 
handed in the matter of blows. He seldom uses his right hand and 
all night did not drive in an upper cut. His only blow of any con- 
sequence is his leftyhook and left swing. . His left swing is not 
powerful enough td be effective and-is easily guarded. His hook 
is his dangerous blow. 

Potts on the contrary is equally proficient with either hand and 
is much stronger. He does not possess the lightning speed of the 
Frisco man, however. It is in the defensive that Potts shines. His 
guarding is almost perfect. Riley likewise has a good body defence. 
He guards well and many of the blows which Potts aimed at him 
last night fell on his arms and wrists. 

The decision of Referee Ehrlyn is disputed by some. Most of 
Votts’ friends thing that he had something on the little fellow, that 
he landed more often and that his defence work was just as good. 
Gt course, boxing is not so much a matter of hitting a man hard as 
hitting him at all: The science of the game is to get past the other 
fellow's guard, not to beat him up by brute strength, and it is on that 
that Ehrlyn called it a draw. Referee Ehrlyn recognized that Riley 
received more punishment than Potts, but considered that it was 
dne to Jimmy’s greater strength than to the actual number or kind 
of blows landed. 

However, to one who sat at a table and marked down the blows 
as they were received, and noted the cleverness of the boxing of each, 
it appears that Potts did have a slight advantage. 

He has reduced 
the superfluous flesh considerably and looks trim and sprightly.

Burslem, Aprik 12—Today I paid 
visit to the pit ponies, those patient 
inhabitants of the underworld who aie 
just now having 4 very easy time, and 
who must be lazily wondering what 
has come to their master, man, that 
life should be so calm and peaceiul 
down in the mine. I visited them in 
the deepest pit in England, more than 
half a mile underground, and found 
them very well and happy indeed. 
They belong to no trade Union; they 
demand no minimum wage, content 
with the full measure of oats already 
given them; and the storms now 
raging on the surface between us hu- 
mans leaye them compietely indiffer- 
ent in their coaly caverns below. 

The pit I descended was one 08 
those "belonging to the Sneyd Colliery 
Company (Limited), at Bursiem, 4 
magnificently equipped concern, which 
owes the beginning of its present 
high efficiency to the late Mr. Wil- 
liam Heath, himsélf once’ a working 
miner with a pick.

ON THE HIGH LEVEL BRIDGE 


Clinging to steel columns suspend- | 


ed over the valley and so high in the 
air that the onlooker on the ground 
can only 
men, the workmen engaged on the 
construction of the high level bridge 
across the Saskatchewan are rapidly 
and systematically guiding the huge 
stcel members into place, tl is every 
day work with them, but to the lay- 
man it,js a work seemingly fraught 
with danger. 

The advance which the Canadian 
Bridge'Co. aré making with this con- 
necting, link between the north and 
scuth sides cf Greater Hadmonton is 
of great interest to those acquainted 
with the immense value which the 
completion of the bridge will be to 
Greater Edmonton, 

The steel work of the railway en- 
trance to the bridge is all in place on 
the south side of the river. The 
traffic roadway, which is below the 
street car tracks, enters at the junc- 
ticn of the railway approach and the 
Inidge proper, and here the stracture 
becomes more complicated. Up to 
that point the bridge is of the simple 
viaduct construction and there the 
work on the truss portion of the 
bridge commences, 

The steel for the entrance to the 
traffic roadway will not be placed at 
present.* The railway entrance to 
the bridge is on a curve, and as the 
traffic roadway entrance is on the 
inside of the curve, the entrance is 
made with a greatly minimized devi- 
ation from the straight roadway. 

The steel for the bridge is piled on 
line lead- 
ing to the bridge, where it has been 
unloaded from the flat cars. The 
lighter pleeces are unloaded by the

TOFIELD, —In the Tofield 
district there is ne in out in 
stook, ‘All grain here was threshed 
out over a méfith ago. There is about 
200,000 bushels in temporary storage 
in the district. It is keeping well. 
Car service as for the most part been 
gv0d since the first of the year. There 
are now no unfilled orders here for 


cars. The G.T.P. has looked after 
this point very well. No actual loss 
here from wheat spoiling through wea- 
ther conditions except during last fall, 
when it is probable that had the 
weather been better the wheat would 
have averaged 20 per cent. better 
quality, e general conditions 
throughout the ¢ommunity are euch 
as point to an early afd successful 
epring seeding season. - For the past 
n0 days the farmers have been in the 
fields discing, harrowing anc getting 
ready for sowing wheat. Owing to 
there being @ large amount of sum~ 
mer fallowing done in this district and 
also of Dreaking, the wheat acreage 
will be ‘larger this year than fors 
merly. 


FORT SASKATCHEWAN, ALTA, — 
No grain in stook or stack, All thresh- 
ing completed December Ist, Very lit- 
tle grain ‘in giorage and not much in 
farmers’ haus, Have been served 
with a sufficient number of cars for 
our needs since the first of the year 
and there are no unfilled orders on 
the book. Seeding has commenced and 
will be general in the course of the 
week,

ERSKINE, ALTA.—Threshing ts all 
done, and the bulk of the grain mare 
keted. No car shortage, and Httle 
actual loss, A small amount of seed- 


ing has already been done at this 
point. 
LACOMBR, ALTA-—No grain in 


stack or stook and only about 50,000 
bushels in store, all keeping weil, No 
car shortage. Discing 1s general and 
seeding will commence in about ten 


days, 


RED DEER, ALTA.—About 10. per 
leent. of the grain is still in stook and 
is in poor condition, but is being used 
by farmers to feed stock, and little of 
it wiis be threshed. Practically all 
stacked grain ‘has been threshed and 
was in fairly good condition. About 
60 per cent. of the crop is still in 
storage and keeping well, Being 4 
divisional point there has been plenty 
of cars. Though there has been 4 
large quantity of poor grain the ace 
tual loss has been materially reduced 
by having the grain chopped and fed 
to stock, while the nearby raiiway 
construction ‘has provided a good 
market for oats and hay.

VERMILLION, 
in stooks in the 


racticaliy no grain 
aermiilicn. district. It f# all being fed 
to stock. Threshing was completed in 
their district during the latter part of 
February and the first part of March. 
There is little or no grain in storage. 
Stock have been the salvation of this 
district the past two years. Freight 


has been very slow in coming from 
the east since last January. Frost 
last fall injured the wheat to such 


an extent that there is little danger 
of further injury. Personally am 
feeding frozen wheat in the sheaf to 
a bunchsof 70 steers, and J believe we 
will be able to get more in this way 
out of the frozen crop than we would 
have been able to get by selling a crop 
of good wheat at ordinary eleyator 
prices, Experiments are not complet- 
ed, however, 


MAGRATH, ALTA.—There is practi- 
cally no wheat in the stook, and but 
very little in the stack. During the 
winter fortune favored the farmers, 
and a considerable period of fine wea- 
ther was enjoyed, during which time 
a large acreage was threshed, leaving 
but just a little in the stack. 

This too, is perfectly safe, and in 
excellent condition. It is quite pro- 
bable that the remaining stacked 
grain will be threshed before seeding, 
which will reduce the loss to a small 
amount. 

At the present there is no orders on 
the order book, and there hasn't been 
for some time, ' 

Farming operations have been com- 
menced, and will be general in an- 
other week,

LAMONT, ALTA.—AIl the 1911 crop 
is threshed and saved. ‘Threshing in 
some cases was somewhat late, but 
was completed before the end of Janu- 
ary.
